The Attorney General (Hon, E. L, 
O’Malloy), instructed by Mr Mossop, ap- 
peared for Leung I, houso proprietor, and 
asked for leave to appesl against 4 decision 
by Mr Justice Leach discharging  dis- 
train’ warrant which the appellant had 
obtained againat the defendant, Chan Sut 
Sang, for rent. The application was mado 
under the provisions of section 18 of Or- 
dinance 12 «£18738. The defendant was a 
dchtor, and ho came forward to ask the 
Court to discharge or suspend the warrant 
or to Telease a certain portiun of tho pro- 
perty which had been distrained, Tha de- 
fendant stated that he had a lease from 
the asignor of the property ata ‘rent of 
8100 per month, and that Leung I bad 
verbally agreed. to. recognise this lease. 
This wos denied ‘by Leung Y, who had 
fixed the rent at $120. Tho judgment of 
the Acting Puisno Judge gave the go-by to 
the question of the validity of the lease and 
to the question whether or not the lease 
was established, and was based on the 
simple ground that the agreement between 
the parties was $100 and not $120, Tho 
Attorney General contended that the judg- 
ment was wrong in form and in principle 
and that, although the notice of. appeal 
was not given till 13th Soptember, while 
the judgment appeuled sgainst was dated 
Qith Anguat, asthe matter did not come 
under the limitation of timo applicd to 
appeals ‘in aummary suits leave to appeal 
shuuld be granted. Thero Lordships de- 
forred their decizion.

INDIA AND AFGHANISTAN. 


. .A MISSION TO KABUL, 

Allahabad, Aug. 26.—The Amig haa re- 
cently made kuown to the Goversmont. of 
India his sarnest wieu that somo trusted 
officials should pay o visit to Kabnl and 
romain thero a short timgas his yuests, with 
a view to making him fully acquainted with 
the views of the.Governmout on the varioas 
questions which from time to time have 
heen under discussion. There aro no spe- 
cial circumstances on either aide that have 
called forth this action on Adbur Rahmuan'a 
part, bt his Highness thinks the present o 
good ‘oppertunity~ for ‘considering in 8 
iciendiy mansier all doubtful points which 
oxint botween hiraself and the Government 
‘of India, ‘Such points are always in ex- 
istence between two neighbouring Govern- 
monts. Iv tho present case the Amir’s 
wish to clear them up by direct communica~ 
tion with a representative of the Indian 
Government. ia: peculiarly satiafactory, as 
proving that hia often expressed desire for 
‘open allin:co and close. friendship haa 
undercona no change. It has been doter- 
witied to accept-ihe Amir’s invitation and 
to aund a sinall mission, starting from 
Peshawur about October Ist unless aome- 
thing should oceur meanwhils to render it 
undesirable, Mr Durand, tho Foreign 
Scoretary, will be in charge of the mission, 
and ea small escort of native troops, ptob- 
ably only a squadron of cavalry, will ac- 
company it, It ia not intended thnt it 
should atay more than ten days ora fort- 
night in Kabul, ao Peshawar should be 
reached on the return journey by Novem- 
bor Jat.or 2nd. 

Sir D. Mackenzie Wallace accompanies 
Mr Durand to offer His Excellency tho 
Viceruy’s compliments and farewells to His

RUMOURS OF A REYOLT, 

Rumours have been rife for woeka past 
in Kabul of tho revolt: brewing in Afghan- 
Turkistan, 
summoned Ishak to. Kabul, but the latter 
declined to come, and secretly warned his 
adherente to remove their families from tho 
capital, Then followed: his revolt and tha 
sending of troops under a trusted emissary, 
Sharbat Khan, to Maimona. The Wali of 
that place aeoms to have joined the move- 
ment, but the troops deposed him and ap- 
pealed to the Governor of Herat for asaist- 
ance.

Mahomed Jehak hae 
from time to time been credited with 
aspirations to the Amirship, but it was 
believed that he would bide his time until 
Abdur Rahman's death shonld give him a 
pretext for asserting his claims, The 
officers of the Boundary Commission found 
him go absorbed in hna religious dutics that 
he seemed moro cf a priest than.a tuler 
of a great province; but this ap- 
parent spiritual zeal may have been the 
cloak to hide his worldly ambition. 
He certainly kept Turkistan in good 
order, and bis prompt suppreasion 
of ‘local disturbances showed that he 
knew how ta use his anthority, But, at 
the same time, it wasan open secret that 
the Amir distrusted him, and waa anxious 
to induce him to visit Kabul, whore his 
fate would probably have been that of other 
suspects in Afghanistan. Ishak for the 
Jast four or five yeara hos managed to 
maintain his position, while: ateadily de- 
clining to obey the invitation te the capital, 
but of late ha must have known that his

JUDGE DeNNY ON KOREA'S INDE- 
PENDENCE ASD CHINA'S 
OPPRESSION, 

Mr 0. N. Denny has.writton a long lot- 
ter on the oppression of China, in which he 
states :—' International Inw will kesp an 
account ef Kurea-in hor struggle for tho 
maintenance of independent Statehood. 
After having keen by tho great. nations 
uf the world literally dragzed from that 
seclusion which had for so many conturics 
enveloped vhe little kingdom in mystery to 
join the family of civilised nations under 
the expressed guaranteo of assistance in the 
ovent of oppression or wnjust tréatment, 
thoas powors will surely not permit the 
stoltification of this assurance by. allowing 
their youngest member to bo atrangled at 
the vory threshold of its' international life, 

Tho President of the Forcign Office 
frankly says heis powerless ag ngainet tho 
Ohineao. Even with the fraudulont treat- 
ment it has recoived, the tovenues for the 
year just cloged amount te $250,000, o sum 
which, under legitimate and fair trestment, 
would: have Leen considerably incrensed, 
tharcby avoiding the apparent necessity for 
sume persona to waste eo much false aym- 
pathy over the expendituro of a few thou. 
gand dollara in sending ministers to Europe 
and Antorica, But the culminating act of 
China's representative fur cold-blooded 
villany ‘lies in his plot, cxpased in July 
last, to dethrone and carry off the King, 
to make temporary room fur o pliant 
tool. ‘The execution of this diabolical 
business involyed riota, arson, bloodahed 
and probably assassinations, besides impor- 
iling the lives of all foreigners in Seoul, as 
well as thoao of many of the native people. 
Every detail of this wicked conspiracy is in 
the possession of the King, and which would 
no doubt, hare been carried out but for the 
integrity and loyalty of Prince Min Yong 
Tk, ono of the ablest and trucat of Korean 
subjects, who, with the knowledge of the 
King had been lot into the plot, und who 
foithfully reported ita different phases from 
time to timo to his Majesty, as well as my- 
self, who were enabled thereby to contral 
and defeat it. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary part of 
this infamous business is the drait of it 
which was to have been, and doubtless 
was, submitied to the Viceroy for 
his approval or rejection, The principal 
features of this drafe were as follows: 


Kang Wha wader the pretext of garrison. 
ing the point agains: the ‘outside bar. 
barian,’ Theso soldiers wero to bo reviewed 
by the Chinesd Féprésentative in order that 
they might rondily recognise their comman- 
der atthe critical moment. They were to be 
placod conveniently near thepalaca. Then 
the Tai Wan Kium or ox-regent’s palace or 
house was to be-tired and.the work of the 
incondiary laid at the door of the King, 
which waa to be the signal for an uprising of 
the. ex-rogent’s following, who bate the 
Qucan and her party with intense bitter- 
ness. Tho rioters wero to attack the 
paloce, when Comnissioncr Yuan was to 
appear on the ground, as he did in 1884, 
and in command of the troops already ro- 


come to nought, for the Amir’s: Machiavel- 
Man policy “ia gorierally. most successful. 
Whey one hears of disturbance in Northern 
Ajghsnistan thero ia q nataral fecling that 
the strings are being pulled from beyond 


“the border, “put Eshak Khan-is se bigote 


Mohomedan that we doubt if he has yet 
submitted to Russian influence. . The cause 
of bis digedfection is rather ta be sought in 


the rioters, was to take possession of the 
person of the King and carry him out of 
tho palaco, “thon doclare the son of the 
King's elder brother heir apparent, and the 
ex-regent regent until the hoir agreed upon 
attained his majority, thereby enabling the 
Chinese, under the direction of the regent, 
to thoroughly invest the government and 
country. Neither did Ohina’s represont- 
ative neglect the financial’ part of the 
scheme, for ho placed in the hands of a 
certain General 3,000 tnels, out of which 
the expenses of drilling and moving the 
troops were to bo paid, This sum was, 
however, returned to the Chinese Legation 
aftor the departure of Min Youg Ik and the 
collapao of tho conspiracy. The Chinese 
Government cannot plead ignoranco of the 
gonduct of thoir officials in Korea for they 
have been fully advised from time to time 
through different channels. 

Twice I visited Ticntsin under authority 
from the’ King, when the fullest discussions 
woro had with the Viceroy with respect to 
Yuan's oxtraordinary conductand the pulicy 
of the Peking Government toward Korea. 
Tn my first interviow, in September, 1886, 
I urged an amicable understanding botwoen 
China and Russia, as well as Japan, in ro- 
gard to the political offairs of the poninsula 
as the surest menns of preventing irritation 
and disorder, snd before my tetura the 
Vicoroy assured me that such an under- 
standing would not only be reached, but 
that China would change her represen- 
tative, a8 Yuan was too young, not only in 
yesrs, but also in experience, for such a 
post. “Infact, eaid the Viccroy, tho posi- 
tion had already been tendered to the pre- 
Bent Taoutai of Tientain, and the Taoutai, 
who has jnst been appointed at Chofoo, but 
thot both had declined. Qn the occusign, 
of my aecond visit, in.October of last. year 
to digenas Korews right to send ‘public Miz 
nisters abroad, and to oper ports in the in- 
tercats of trado, a8 Well us to expose Yuan's 
latest villany. if it becamo-nuceswury, in one 
interview finding that tha Viceroy turned 
a deaf cartu overything reflecting in any 
way upon Yuan, I was about to dispose of 
him once for all, as I supposed, by present- 
ing the indisputable evidences of his recent 
conepitacy, when, to my amazement, tha 


Viceroy coolly informed that he knew all’ 


about the dethronement achems; that, while 
Yuan was init, yet it was all the fault of Min 
Yong It, who laid the plut and induced 
Yuan to go into it, and for his stupidity in 
letting himself be drawn inte soch’a thing 
he had been severely reprimanded. The 


reprhnand wos due probably uot ao much | M 


tu Yuan’s stupidity for being drawn into it, 
ag the Viceroy said, as to tho detection and 
failura of his own wicked conspiracy. And 
still in tho face of thie criminal record Yuan 
continues the representative of China to 
Korea ini violation of the closing paragraph 
of the first article of the treaty bebween the 
two countries, which says >—‘ Should any 
such public offleer disclose waywardness, 
or improper conduct of public business the 
superintendent ue trade Pid the northern 
ports and tha King of Korea respectivel 
will notify each other of tho fat and Ks 
once recali him.’ In view of all this, she 
inquiry paturally suggests itseli—Why is 
the Commisdoner stubboroly kept ab Soult 
Yn it becuuse China, desiring to take posses 
sion of Korea, and having no excuse iii*the 
eyea of civitisyd nations for doing so, ex- 
ects bim, through violent conduct, te 
‘armish one? It ig to be hoped not, Nor 
is this all, What must de the moral status 
of a Government which insists on being 
represented at the Court of a neighbouring 
State by asmuggler, couspirator and diplu- 
matic outlaw?
